How does it kill; When ihe gas 
from burning substances is in- 
haled and combined with hemo- 
globin in the blood, it forms car- 
boxyhemoglobin.

Many parents are surprised 
to learn how dangerous this com- 
mon childhood disease really is. 

An estimated 250 American 
children died from measles in 
1966. More than 150 suffered

The term “teenage crime” was 
applied to the stealing of cars by 
the’ Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion in its Uniform Crime Re- 
ports. The agency reported that 
88 per cent of individuals arrest- 
ed for car theft were under age 
25 and that more than 50 per 
cent were under 18 years of age. 

National statistics show that of 
the more than 500,000 autos 
stolen last year, 80 per cent were 
found to have been left unlocked. 


Adult motorists should realize 


that taking and driving a car is

age, Chief Jensen noted,
